Rither Low Pay or No Pay Is the 
Rule For Lawmakers, 

The Norwegian member of partia- 
ment gots little more than $3 a day for 
his pnblile services, and even then when 
he takes a day off he loses his pay, The 
same is the case with the members of 
the Swiss diet. They are rewarded 
with $4 a day on condition that they 
do not absent themselves from work. 
To go farther enst, it is found that 
Roumania thinks her lawmakers worth 
$5 a day. Four dollars ts the daily 
wages of those who compose the Bul- 
gorian sobranje, but members who live 

in the capital get only $3 daily. 

Denmark is about the stingiest of al! 
European coutitries so far as reruner- 
ating her legislators is concerned, Dan- 
ish members of parliament get only 
$1.50 a day, but, on the other hand, 
they bave the odd privilege of a free 
sent In the Royal theater at Copenha- 


gen. 

While the members of the German 
reichstag are not saldried, the law- 
makers of the various German states 
do not work for nothing. Saxe-Coburg 
members of parliament are pald about 
$5.25, those of Bavaria $2.50 and of 
Hesse $2.25, 

At first sight Hungary seems to do 
her lawmaking on the cheap plan, for 
her members get $1,000 a year in cash. 
But they are not #0 badly off after all, 
for a liberal allowance is made Into 
the bargain for houge rent. Austria 
Hungary's two legisiative assemblies 
coat the country about $800,000 a year 
fn all, Both in Austria and Huongary 
legislators can travel Orat class with 
second class tickets 

Besides the United Kingdom, Italy 
and Spain are the only countries which 
pay nothing to the members of partia- 
ment. 

In Portugal also the state does not 
remunerate legistators, but they re 
celve free railway passen and their 
constituencies are legally permitted to 
pay those who represent them a sum 
of about $3.75 for each day's seasion.— 
New York Herald,

Dainties That Are Made With 
Whites of Eggs. 

There are many dishes which are 
rendered richer and more delicate by 
the omission of some or even all of the 
whites of the eggs. All kinds of eus- 
tards and milk puddings, for instance, 
fre enormously improved by following 
this plan. At the same time it fre 
quently becomes something of a prob- 
lem how to utilize successfully the 
whites thus left over, The conscience 
of a careful cook will not permit her 
to throw them away, and yet it de

mands thought to discover dishes which 
call for the use of whites only, Nevwer- 
theless there are a good many such 
Frecipes to be found, in which they not 
only serve a useful purpose, but give 
the impression of quite a lavish ex- 
penditure in eggs. Where ten or a 
dozen whites are at hand an ange! 
cake becomes a very economical del 
leacy. 

Angel Cake.—The whites of eleven 
eggs, a cupful of flour, « cupful and 
a half of powdered sugar, a teaspoon 
ful of cream of tartar and the same 
quantity of essence of vanilia. Beat 
the whites till very etiff, sift the four 
and sugar and cream of tartar togeth 
er, putting them through the sleve 
four times, then lightly and gradually 
shake them into the whites; add the 
vanilla. Pour into an ungreased tin 
and bake for forty minutes in a very 
moderate oven, leaving it in the tin 
till cold. 

This same cake may be made to do 
duty as a dinner swevt by serving it

COOKING MEAT. 


The Proper Methods of Roasting, Broil. 
ing and Boiling. 

If housewives understood more fully 
the processes of broiling, roasting and 
boiling, there would be less complaint 
of tough, tasteless meat. The prinet- 
ples underlying all three methods are 
identical.. The difference lies in the 
medium employed. In all the object to 
be attained Is to first quickly sear the 
exterior of the ment, thus coagulating 
the surface albumen and effectually 
sealing the juices. The cooking then 
Proceeds more slowly to a finish, the 
time required hinging, as a matter of 
course, upon the size of the cut. 

In broiling and in ronsting, which 
are in reality the same, the name do. 
pending upon the nature of the plece 
of meat, this hardening of the exterior 
is accomplished by exposing the meat 
to the direct action of the heat, which 
tust be intense enough to sear the 
surface at once. When it ts hot, the 
Juices seep out, leaving the meat tasto- 
less and sacrificing its nutritive quall- 
ties, 

In boiling meat surface coagulation 
is attained by immersing the meat in 
boiling water and keeping up the tem. 
perature for a minute. One of the pre 
Uminary rules of boiling, one which 
should be indelibly impressed upon 
every cook, is that water cannot be 
heated to the proper temperature for 
boiling (212 degrees) in an open vease! 
hor in one with an indifferently fitting 
cover. Another point equal in im- 
portance to the first is that when wa- 
ter begins to boll a quicker fire than 
is absotutely necessary to keep tt boll 
ing results merely in wasting the wa- 
ter in the form of steam and #o hard. 
ening the exterior of the meat as to 
prevent the heat penetrating to the 
interior,—Housekee per.

A CHLLOWS MYSTERY 


ence on the Scaffold. 
FACED DEATH THREE TIMES. 
} 


Three Times the Trap, Which Had 
Previously Been Tested and Found 
im Good Working Order, Refused to 
Open When the Bolt Was Drawn. 


| One of the most remarkable scenes 
ever witnessed on the gallows took 
piace in England tn the last century. 

Karly on the morning of Feb. 23, 
Yass, a considerable crowd of people 
gathered before the grim front of Ex- 
eter prison. It was a silent crowd, 
shivering In the keen wind that blew 
@round those frowning walls on that 
dull, misty morning, and its eyes were 
all bent on a Gagstaff which stood bare. 
They were waiting for a flag to be 
hoisted—the terrible black flag which 
should announce that justice bad been 
done on a murderer, 

Inside the prison a warder stood 
ready, holding in his hand the cord 
which should hoist the hideous black 
drapery lying on the ground at his feet, 
but the signal did not come. Instead 
of it there arrived an excited prison 
officer. 

“The flag will not be hoisted. 
{will not be hanged today,” he enid. 

John Lee, the prisoner whose death 
@ignal that crowd had awaited, bad 
had one of the most remarkable es 
eapes from capital punishment record 
ed in our prison history. To thie day 
ft remains somewhat of a mystery 
how Join Lee lived so many years 
after the events of that terrible morn 
fog. 

“I had « dream,” the wretched man 
arrote to his slater the day after bi« 
fearful experience on the scaffold—"! 
had « dream on Sunday night (the 
night before the day fixed for the exe 
ution) that the scaffold was not ready 
and that they had to make another 
I told the officers that were on watch 


Lee 


~~ She me at 6 o'clock In the morning 


‘dat I id not think It was coming true. 
But it did. It was the Lord's will that 
I should not die yesterday at the time 
appointed by man. I believe what oc 
curred was a miracle, I was on the 
brink of death three times. It le my 
twish to die. I am tired of this world, 
and | am waiting for the time to come, 
and I hope it will not be long. I have 
been dead to this world three times.” 

John Lee did not exaggerate bis aw 
ful experience, 

At 8 In the morning of that Febru 
ary day he had been led from his cell 
to die. In what had been the coach 
house of the prison the gallows had 
ibeon erected, Beneath was a deep pit 
covered by the closed doors, which, 
‘when the condemned man waa placed 
dn proper position, should, at a signal 
from the exeentioner, Oy open, a bolt 
Deing withdrawn by an assistant poll 
fing a lever. The whole arrangement 
bad been tested several times and had 
fworked satisfactorily. But now, with 
Jobn Lee standing there with the cap 
drawn over his face and the hangman's 
Tope around his neck, the fap doors 
‘beneath hia feet would not give way! 
Merry nade the fatal signal, the assist 
aut pulled the lever, the bolt dew back 
Mut the doors kept their place. Then 
twarders rushed forward and stamped 
fwith their feet upon the doors, They 
Temained firm, Lee was led aside, and 
carpenters were called in to saw some 
of the woodwork away, Again al) was 
ready. The clergyman once more came 
to the words, “ln the midst of life we 
are in death.” Again the signal was 
given, the bar was pulled, but the doors 
refused to part. 

John Lee stood there before them 
alive! 

Three times did that happen. For no 
fewer than eighteen minutes Lee stood 
there tasting the agony of momenta 
(wily expected death, 

Then the white cap was taken from 
(his face aud the rope from around bis 
neck, and he was led back to prison, 
fwhile the Jall authorities hastily con 
iferred as to what should be done. A 
telegram was dispatched to the home 
jeocretary, Bir Willlam Harcourt, in 
‘forming him of the extraordinary oc 
currence and requesting lostructions. 
‘Later the undersheriff proceeded to 
Loudon to interview the secretary. 

“I felt,” sald Bir William Harcourt 
later In the bouse of commons, “that it 
iwould shock the feelings of every one 
‘if (his man were called upon to again 
‘undergo the pangs of Imminent death, 
and [ consequently signed a respite 
during ber majesty’s pleasure”

Baked Dog a Toothsome Morse! at 


Feasts of Honor.

Fortunate, 
indeed, is the Indian who receives the 
present of a big, fat dog. They eat 
dog because, like mule meat, it is 
sweet. The best part of the meat is 
not next to the bone, but that lying 
next to the’ skin is the most delicious, 
in the Indian’s estimation, when it 
has been baked to a crisp. It is not 
an uncommon sight to see an Indian 
family driving along in a covered 


wagon with a freshly killed dog, the | 


akin still on, placed in the rear end 

of the wagon, so that ite bleeding head 

hangs down for the blood to aed on 

the ground as the wagon moves along 
Place of Honor.

STABLE VENTILATION. 


Heard’s Dairyman Discusses the 
Question of Its Cash Value—Prof. 
Grisdale'’s Experiences. 

A neighbor once said to us, “Hoard, 
if you find anything is particularly 
good in dairy management, you keep 


pounding it into us.” 
Well, perhaps that is so. We keep 


in mind, that old proverb in the Bible 


“Line upon line; bere a little and 
there a little.” 

For several years we have seen that 
dairy farmers, as a rule, do not rea- 
lize the cash value to them of a 
rightly ventilated stable, They do not 
fee that it means more for them; 
better profit, more milk from their 
cows; larger returna from the same 
food. They do not see these things, If 
men do not see things they should 
not be expected to be governed by 
them. And so we keep at them trying 
to make them see the truth as we seo 
it. Recently we printed @ very excel- 
lent article from Mr. J. H. Grisdale, 
the manager of the dairy department 
of the Canadian Experiment Farm at 
Ottawa. In that article Mr. Grisdale 
relates his experience in putting cows 
into an unventilated stable and one 
that was properly ventilated. He 
shows clearly the finer condition of 
the cows in the latter and their more 
profitable work, and he saya 

“It might lessen your feed bill, It 
would certainly lessen your doctor’s 


bills. It would certainly increase the | 


comfort of your animals, There is 
much less danger from lung troubles, 
or diarrhetic or trouble of urine, and 
there is much leas danger from 
troubles with the digestive organs 
when the air conditions are correct 
Now, there is a solid, practical 
statement. No theory about it, That is 


| the way we have found it, as well as 


hundreds of other men who have 
tried it. Cows in that shape are go- 
ing to do much better for a man on 
the same expense of care and feed 
That means 4 cash value in the re 
turn. You do not reap unless you sow 
You invest a little money to make the 
stable right and healthy, and you reap 


® big interest on the Investment, 

It ls astonishing what an amount of 
real sanitary ignorance prevails 
among men about the condition of 
their stables. It is astonishing, too, 
how jong they will go along being 
punished for their ignorance and nev- 
er realize it. One old man once said | 


to us that it seemed to him “that an 
idea had to be big enough to knock 
him down before he could sense it.” 

Hundreds of farmers have had to 
lone almost their entire herd with tu- 
beroulosia, before they could be made 
to Lag and think about the value of 
pure, fresh air, And we need sot won- 
der at it, when we look into the 
sources of supply for knowledge these 
men have They will not read; they 
will not go anywhere or do anything 
to obtain knowledge, Wh 
they be as helpless as children when 
wrong conditions guvern them al! the 
time? Why shouldn't they lose money 
on their cows by bad stabling, when 
they really think and believe the bad 
is good? An Irish Goptets in the civil 
war was asked why he didn't get his 
company out and join in the fight. 
Te answered, The men are asleep

THE COLUMBIA RIVER. 


Dangers That Beset the Passage of 
This Stream of Death. 

Thé Columbia does not merely threat- 
en, but performs, No one can tell how 
many men have been lost on the Big 
Bend. The Surprise rapids, far up at 
tue bead of the bend, are about as bad 
fas any. Seventeen men are known to 
have been drowned here, Leo Davis was 
capsized on these rapids while we 
were at Timbasket Inke. We found 
his boat erushed and flung ashore a 
hundred miles down stream and twen- 
ty miles below the head of the bend 
and so thought Leo was gone, Later 
we learned that he got out alive, 
thongh losing all bis supplies, I saw 
another broken boat on the Twenty-sis 
Mile rapids, whose we never knew 
or what became of ite owner. We 
saw on a big bowlder near shore the 
name of a Swede who was drowned a 
few years back. The body of course 
was not recovered, for the Columbia 
never gives up its dead. Now, below 
tus were the bloodiest of all these wa- 
ters, the Death rapids, where, in the 
mining stampedes soon after the Call- 
fornia gold rushes, so many miners 
were drowned—some say 103—in what 
was called the Frenchmen's stampede, 
These men were mostly drowned from 
rafts, on which they foolishly tried to 
get down river to avoid the awful 
walking, Seven Chinamen once start- 
ed down on 4 raft. One got through 
alive, hanging fast by a rope, and he 
Was #0 scared he left America without 
ever saying 4 word, One man was 
cast up a few feet from shore on a 
rock from which he did not dare Jump. 
His companion was swept down tn 
their boat for a mile before he could 
get ashore and come back to rescue 
him, Three men went over in a boat, 
and only one, a duffer who could not 
swim a stroke, got out. Farther down 
the river, in the Revelstoke canyon, 
was where Tom Horne, as good a river 
man as there was tn the northwest, 
waa drowned with Jack Boyd, the mail 
carrier, a man who was tn deathly ter- 
tor of the Columbia and who would 
not even go on the ice in the winter, 
preferring to wallow through the snow 
piled trails up on the mountains —Out- 
ing Magazine,

Spring Cutting Is Desirable For Ten- 
der Varieties. 

In a general way it may be said that 
the best time for pruning is in the 
spring, just before growth starts, 
Wounds made at that time will not dry 
out as mach as when made tn the fall 
or winter, and when the ends of the 
branches are to be cut back there is 
often danger that they will be killed 
back still more by the winter, wherens 
there is no danger of this when the 
trees are pruned in March or April, as 
soon as severe freezing weathe 
over, Spring pranitig! is dajetinlly de- 
sirable for tender varicties, as it not 
only lessens the tendency to winter 
kiNing, bat at that time it will be pos- 
sible to tell how much the trees or 
plants have been killed back and to 
cut below the injured portion. 

The Time For Trimming. 

The rule, however, is not an Inflext- 
ble one, and in sections where there is 
little trouble from winter killing the 
pruning may be done at any time after 
the leaves drop in the fall and before 
growth starts in the spring. 

It used to be said that fall and win- 
ter pruning induced leaf growth, while 
summer pruning promoted fruitfulness, 
It ia not strange that If we remove a 
portion of the branches during the win- 
ter, the full vigor of the tree being

the last named cut the wound would 
often be reduced In size fully one halt, 
and it wonld not project so far but 
that the healing would be even more 
rapid than with a parallel cut.—Prac 
tleal Gardening.

As the wheat for the next crop is 
covering the west with green, the 
great question before the western far- 
mer is whether of not he will be able 
to get his wheat to market. Wheat 
no matter how good it is or how 
plenty piled on the prairie is of — Lit- 
tle value to him. He must get it to 
market if he is to turn it into cash, 

Bastern farmers are seldom troubled 
in this direction. They have. plenty 
of railway facilities as a rule, and it 
is only necessary for them to grow 
the grain, But im the west they are 
appaled by the spectre of part of last 
year's wheat still unmarneted and by 
the tremendous efforts which the rail- 
Ways are now making to haul in the 
effects of the new settlers pushing in- 
to the country. They have had ead 
amd costly experience out there with 
railway blockades, with lack of roll- 
ing stock and even more serious with 
lack of motive power, So, as they see 
this year's wheat crop coming, they 
are getting nervous. 

It is needless to say that thie ought | 
not to be so. Bvt the railways at 
once reply that they are doing the 
beet they can, that they are putting 
in as much rolling stock as they can 
wet, and that they lose as well as the 
farmers when they cannot haul out 
out the wheat or haul in settlers’ of- 
fectw.

number of men are up” the river one
